In its first issue December 1875, Frossard reported that “A BUSHEL OF ‘CONFED’ CHANGES HANDS. - John 
Gill of San Francisco, yesterday purchased from Mr. W.M. Duncan, of this city (Nashville), $750,000 in Confederate 
money, $50,000 worth of Confederate bonds, paying $50 in gold for them. “The money and bonds were purchased by 
Wm. Duncan at the sale of the assetts (sic) of the Tennessee Bank, lately. Mr. Gill has five thousand specimens of 
Confederate issues and scrip. He left last night for Atlanta, where he will doubtless find millions more of the same sort. -- 
Nashville Banner.” The identity and further activities of Gill, active as a coin collector from at least 1859, have proven 
elusive, although he remained an important collector of CSA currency for the remaining decades of the 19th Century. He 
was reported to have the greatest collection of these items by 1894.

Dear Pierre: 

I was working on another matter concerning a source of numismatic material in my collection and I 
think I found something you are interesting in. 

When I bought the Colonel Green unredeemable American paper money for myself and Burdette 
G, Johnson I acquired about 200 thick brown leather metal hinged loose leafed holders about 5 
inches wide and 8 inches high with three ring mechanical clasps. The books were stamped in gold 
leaf lettering on the spine and on the front cover with the content. Each colony or state had its 
name stamped with a number either 1,2, 3, 4 ,etc. with an indication as to whether it was a 
government issue or bank note issue. I still have all of these binders but I changed some spine 
stampings by covering over geographical areas or numbering with convenient modifications. I did 
not change the front cover stampings I believe. If I remember correctly there were three binders 
stamped CONFEDERATE STATES and three stamped CONTINENTAL CURRENCY. This proves 
to me that I obtained the Green holdings of Confederate States of America Johnson must have 
taken some notes and sold them but I had first choice and could have taken what I did not have or 
needed improvement. 

If this is insufficient for your purposes I can go to one or more of my foundation's bank vaults and 
try to find the altered holders to see how they were originally stamped. I had the horrible 
experience of removing all of the clear plastic envelopes in which the paper money was held 
because they were made of material which had an acid which deteriorated the plastic and would 
have damaged the paper money. You may remember that all medical Xray pictures made on film of 
the same kind had to be destroyed by hospitals, etc. 

If you need more data on this subject let me know or telephone me
